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Extension of Hospital Service 
Planned at Council Meeting 

Minus a set of standard rules of procedure Greenbelt’s 
Town Council swung into action on Monday and found 
itself confronted with various problems inherited from the 
old council. Because the Town Solicitor has to pass an 
opinion on the legality of funds granted for the purpose 
of providing the band with uniforms, these funds are, at 
present, not available to the band. The resignation of C. C. 
Marbury, has left Greenbelt without the services of a sol¬ 
icitor until a new ©ne is appointed. 




The Greenbelt hospital again 
entered the discussion of council 
business this week and a commit¬ 
tee was appointed by Mayor Allen 
Morrison to contact the .proper 
Farm Security Administration au¬ 
thorities for the purpose of re¬ 
ceiving a definite opinion with re¬ 
spect to money for the continua¬ 
tion of the hospital. Mr. Rab- 
bitt, of the administrative office, 
suggested that the Council con¬ 
tact the various heads of group 
health and insurance groups in 
Washington to obtain cooperation 
in enabling the Greenbelt hospital 
to offer the same rates and fa¬ 
cilities that insured persons ob¬ 
tain in Washington hospitals. At 
the same time, a resolution was 
passed for a combined meeting 
with the board of directors of the 
Health Association and other par¬ 
ties vitally concerned, to discuss 
the problem of the future expan¬ 
sion of hospital and medical fa¬ 
cilities of the Greenbelt hospital 
to meet the expected increase in 
population. 
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ation facilities for 
town. Mayor Morrison, chair- 
ln of the council’s transporta¬ 
tion ^committee, will take this mat¬ 
ter up for disccvssion at a later 
meeting of his committee. 

A petition was presented on be¬ 
half of Francis C. Fosnight, 
editor of the Cooperator, request¬ 
ing the right to present certain 
data and facts supporting the 
editorial that appeared in the Co- 
operator regarding infantile pa¬ 
ralysis cases in Greenbelt. 

A letter of resignation was 
presented from Ed Walther, ter¬ 
minating his position of chair¬ 
man of the Defense Council of 
Greenbelt. However, the council 
unanimously agreed not to accept 
his resignation. 

A motion was passed to the ef¬ 
fect that this council will adopt 
the standard rules of procedure 
adopted by the former eouncil. . 


Greenbelt Gun Club 
Captures Meet Honors 

The championship of the day 
was the reward for the Green¬ 
belt Gun Club when it entered the 
team match of the Seventh An¬ 
nual Fall Tournament held at 
Camp Simms by the National 
Capital Rifle Club last Sunday, 
October 12. 

Shooting almost as a dark horse 
entry, because the Greenbelt Club, 
up to this point, had not attained 
any great renown in eastern 
shooting circles, the local riflemen 
defeated a field of 16 of the 
best rifle teams within a radius of 
several hundred miles. 

Greenbelt members and their 
scores for the main event were 
as follows: C. G. Brown, 393; L. 
L. Woodman, 392; H. A. Bates, 
391; and H. E. Hesse, 387. Club 
President Don Kem was the team 
captain for the day. The team's 
total score of 1663x1600 over a

Homeowners Assured 
Building Priorities 

The Greenbelt Homeowners Co¬ 
operative was informally advised 
last week that its project could 
expect favorable consideration 
from the Supply Priorities and 
Allocations Board. 

An SPAB official stated that 
the cooperative would probably be 
granted a rather high priority 
rating for the following reasons: 
(1) the great majority of the 
members of the cooperative are 
Government workers, who will be 
classified by the SPAB as defense 
workers; (2) the Government has 
acknowledged the fact that the 
Greenbelt area is a defense-hous¬ 
ing area by constructing defense 
houses here; (3) the cost of the 
houses, on the basis of contractors’ 
etimates received by the cooper¬ 
ative, will be less than the $6,000 
maximum set by SPAB; (4) the 
houses are specifically designed to 
use very few items on the “crit¬ 
ical list”; (6) the houses will be 
built by and for their prospec¬ 
tive occupants, rather than for 
sale or rent. 

The homeowners expect to be 
ready to start building as soon as 
the Farm Security Administra¬ 
tion and the Federal Housing Au¬ 
thority agree upon a few points 
in the homeowners’ lease still un¬ 
der discussion. A membership 
drive is being planned to try to 
have fifty houes built in the first 
group. 

The first 21 lots, to be located 
along an extension of Woodland 
Way, were staked out last Sunday 
so that members could make their 
selections. The lots vary in shape 
and size, but on the whole aver¬ 
age about 70 by 120 feet. The 
contours of the lota will deter¬ 
mine the type and location of the 
houses. 

The basic two-bedroom houses 
which are planned for the level 
lots will be attached in units of 
two; the three-bedroom houses on 
the sloping lots will be freestand-

Anxiously scanning the sky 
with binoculars, jotting notes on 
an Army information blank at the 
first sign of “enemy aircraft,” 
and rushing to the nearest tele¬ 
phone to relay all vital informa¬ 
tion to an Army center, Green- 
belt’s civilian defense observers 
did their nart in protecting the 
nation’s capital against air at¬ 
tack during the past week’s Army 
maneuvers. 

It was easy—too easy—to real¬ 
ize how different our reactions 
would have been had the planes 
been enemies bent on destruction, 
instead of friends bent on in¬ 
struction. 

The thought uppermost in my 
mind was, “if this were real, 
would I make the grade? Would 
I stand here, without cover, coolly 
noting direction, type and dis¬ 
tance? Or would I be so fright¬ 
ened at the approach of enemy 
planes that I’d instinctively duck, 


forgetting duty, and protect my¬ 
self against possible bombs?” 
Afraid of the answer, I was glad 
it was practice, hoping I’d never 
be put to the test. 

The communication system 
proved better than was expected. 
However, its effectiveness under 
actual warfare conditions wasn’t 
proven, because observers knew by 
reading the daily papers when to 
expect attack, and just which 
planes to report. It is doubtful 
that an invader would oblige us 
with that information. On the 
whole, however, the system work¬ 
ed exceptionally well, in view of 
the fact that observers weren’t 
sure, at first, exactly what they 
were expected to do.

by the newly-constituted board* 
since the last membership meet¬ 
ing in August. Of the five wls> 
were holdover directors at that 
meeting, only two now remain 
on the board. They are Lloyd EL 
MacEwen and Mrs. Ella G. Roller. 
Three of those recently appointed 
have been from among the slake 
at the last election 

Mr. Hyman, who was one of the 
13 candidates for the four boar# 
positions two months ago, has 
been a resident of the community 
for about three years. He has 
been closely informed and inter¬ 
ested in the activities, problem^ 
and policies of the cooperative, 
according to his statement mads 
when he was a candidate. 

On the faculty at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland, Dr. Clark is S 
teacher who specializes in cooper¬ 
atives. He has been active in tkt 
Greenbelt co-ops, serving for sev¬ 
eral months on the Health Asso¬ 
ciation's board and participating 
in meetings of G. C. S. stockhold¬ 
ers. 

Another action taken by the 
board was to authorize a quar¬ 
terly payment of $1,000 on Grees- 
belt Consumer Services’ loan from 
Consumer Distribution Corpora¬ 
tion. When the membership took 
over control of G. C. S. in Janu¬ 
ary, 1940, the indebtedness to C. 
D C., which financed, installed and 
operated the stores at no profit 
until the local residents west 
ready to assume control, amount¬ 
ed to about $30,000 

The financial agreement with 

C. D. C. calls for a $4,000 pay¬ 
ment each year. Payments to 
that organization have reduced the 
indebtedness to approximately 
$23,000. Every payment, besides 
reducing the indebtedness to C. 

D. C., increases local ownership 
in the cooperative by the amount 
it was emphasized 

Board members discussed at 
some length plans for introduciiur 
the co-op to the people who will 
occupy the homes now under con¬ 
struction, and interesting them in 
becoming active participants in 
the affairs of G. C. S. While thp 
details of this share drive are to 
the embryo stage, one of the plana 
under discussion is to introduce 
the so-called “neighborhood 
nights” among the new residents. 

The cooperative will sponsor 
these meetings which may be held 
in the homes of nearby “old-tim¬ 
ers.” Literature describing the 
co-op and pointing out its pur¬ 
poses, achievements and aims will 
be distributed. Staff and board 
members will be present to dis¬ 
cuss the setup and to answer 
questions. It is quite likely thajt 
refreshments for such gatherings) 
v/ill be furnished by the co-op. 

Hostesses will be recruited 
from among those ladies willing 
to aid, if this plan is carried out* 
and officials of G. C. S. expect 
that, Greenbelters will gladly as¬ 
sist them in this effort to increase 
the cooperative’ canital. Addw 
tional capital investments in G. 
C. S. by local residents is sorely 
needed in view of present ecoj 
nomic conditions and the immi¬ 
nent need for additional services 
when the new families arrive, it 
was stated. 

At its next meeting on Oo- 
tober 23, the board will complete 
the agendum and plans for the 
membership' meeting to be held cm 
November 5. Tuesday, October 
21, is the deadline for submit¬ 
ting items for the agendum and 
for becoming the owner of at least 
one share of Series A (voting!

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Our Nursery School 

.. It is a trile statement that education is the foundation 
.of democracy—trite, but true; and we shall succeed in 
our democracy as our education is made more complete. 
v * All of which is a preamble to the story of our nursery 
school. To modern educators the process of nursery edu¬ 
cation is the answer to most of the problems of social mis- 
/ fits, anti-social behavior, shyness, cruelty, and all the un¬ 
happy or morbid manifestations of a child’s formative 
years. 

, . Parents of Greenbelt are* deeply indebted to those 
foresighted pioneers in town who spared no effort, time or 
jnoney to bring to town the beginnings of a nursery school 
under a competent instructress. Here each toddler learns 
social adjustment, grace, ease, poise, community activity, 
•and interest in other words, himself. But the willingness of 
teacher and parents to make sacrifices should not be lost 
jp the welter of a growing Greenbelt. Necessary steps to 
preserve this contribution to progressive educational meth¬ 
ods must be taken. 

If a new school is built, space must be provided in one 
of the two school buildings for the nurserv school program. 
There is no place for our tots in the basement of a Parkway 
apartment house. Room must be provided in the town 
budget for funds for the teacher. Parents who are willing 
to assume the financial burden of an educational program 
are among the few in town who will do so, and are entitled 
to every form of assistance. 

.. Incidentally, parents with pre-school children would 
do well to investigate the possibilities in the nursery school. 
.The program is well-conducted, effective, and slated to 
cost only one fourth as elsewhere for similar teaching in 
bther communities. 
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Holding Our Own—Plus 

Business is good. The food store has shown a decided

Oh Lonely Wanderer 

' The poor Capital Transit Company! Nowhere under 
their monopolistic sun do they have so many needles stuck 
fti them as here in Greenbelt. Monday night’s Council 
meeting saw another barrage loosed in their direction. 
Transportation Chairman Shub introduced a resolution 
asking a bus line from Greenbelt, based on the fact that 
most of the workers of Greenbelt band together and ride 
with their neighbors because the speedy service and ade¬ 
quate schedules of the transit company causes these 
workers to spend almost as much time enroute to and from 
work as the time spent actually working. 

We don’t believe that the adoption of this resolution by 
the Council would make much difference to the Capital 
Transit Company. Based on the splendid results and co¬ 
operation we have received in the past from this corpor¬ 
ation we are inclined to believe that they have forgotten 
that Greenbelt exists and therefore, six months or more 


Regimentation and Free Enterprise 

Some of our residents, especially our first families, can 
remember the words of their rental agents and landlords 
in town, when they broke their leases or gave notice that 
they were moving to Greenbelt. They were told that they 
would be regimented, their personal liberties would be 
taken away, and they would have no rights whatever; they 
would never get anything done to their homes because of 
government red tape, and if they ever dared to question 
any action of the government or complain about any con¬ 
dition their lease would not be renewed. They were assured 
that private housing was the best and only place to live. 

Anyone who has ever lived under the benevolence of 
the robber barons of D. C. knows just what action was 
given on reports of high rent3, and unkept, filthy and ver¬ 
min infested apartments. The pay off is the current sit¬ 
uation at Buckingham, that epitome of private housing. 
Residents of Buckingham who had the nerve to protest a 
rent rise in the face of the rising cost of living were given 
the old gouge answer, “Costs are going up so up goes your 
rent.” Not only were they given that nauseating answer but 
the leaders df the protest were removed by the simple ex¬ 
pedient of non-renewed leases. 

We can only laugh. If our administration refused to 
give a lease to everyone who marched up to the office and 
demanded this or that, Greenbelt would soon become in fact 
the ghost town that these model private projects would 
have you believe now exists. 


Sol Shub, chairman of the 
Transportation Committee, pre¬ 
sented to Council Monday night a 
request that action be taken to 
revoke the franchise granted the 
Capital Transit Company by the 
Town of Greenbelt. 

In giving his reasons for this 
request, Mr. Shub stated that the 
Capital Transit Company has 
failed to provide adequate and 
reasonable transportation which 
was expected of it by virtue of 
the franchise. This, according to 
Mr. Shub, forced the organization 
of a Transportation Committee to 
supplement the present transpor¬ 
tation facilities. 

It was further requested by 
Mr. Shub that the Council pro¬ 
cure for Greenbelt a more rea¬ 
sonable, adequate and sufficient 
form of transportation.

Fruit Flavors 
For Your Milk 

One answer to your troubles in 
getting fussy children to drink 
more milk, suggested by chemists 
of the U. S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture, is “flavor it with berry 
juice s—raspberry, blackberry, 

g rape, cherry, or any other you 
ave on hand.” 

Department chemists recently 
tried an experiment. They offered 
a group of children a number of 
different milk drinks, without say¬ 
ing a word about what was in 
them. Some of the drinks were 
combinations of fruit juice flavors 
and milk. Some were plain milk, 
some were colored milk, some 
sweetened and colored milk. The 
children could choose any mixture 
they wished. They were told to 
drink whatever they wanted and 
to leave what they didn’t want in 
the containers. 

Nobody asked their opinion. 


The investigators simply meas¬ 
ured what was left and the results 
showed plainly that when choosing 
freely, most of these children pre¬ 
ferred milk with an added fruit 
flavor. Of all the fruit juice 
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drinks, those with beny juices 
were the favorites. 

Try fruit juice flavored milk 
yourself, the next time the chil¬ 
dren refuse to drink their plain 
milk. It should make a hit.

Colored outing flannel should 
be guaranteed fast to light and 
laundering, or labeled as “vat- 
dyed.” If you can’t get this kind, 
you can get attractive color effects 
by trimming white outing flannel 
with colorfast binding, ribbon, or 


help you select the kind you need. 

For strength, choose a twill. 
That’s the kind that stands up 
best when used for summer blan¬ 
kets and winter sheets. 

Light weight quality is suffi¬ 
cient if you plan to use the outing 
flannel for babies or night wear. 

Look for preshrunk material. 
All outing flannels shrink in 
laundering. If the material has 


braid. 

No definite rules for labeling 
have been adopted by the outing 
flannel trade, as for broadcloth 
shirting and some other cotton 
goods. But informative labels, 
when you find them, give you 
facts about weight per yard, yarn 
count, breaking strength, and per¬ 
centage of shrinkage you can 
expect.
